Amateur Station Licence Examination 


Due to revised arrangements with ComReg it is necessary to hold a morning and 
afternoon session at the next Amateur Station Licence Examination which will be held 
on Thursday, 4 July in the ComReg offices in Dublin. All the places for the afternoon 
session which will be at 2.00 p.m. have already been allocated. The morning session 
will commence at 10.30 a.m, also at the ComReg offices, and a time of two hours will 
be allowed in both sessions. Needless to say the paper for each session will be 
different. There are still places available for the morning session but it should be noted 
that the closing date of 14th June for completed application forms is now only five 
days away. 


Full details, including entry procedure, examination fee and how to pay the fee on line 
are available at www.irts.ie/exam . There is also an exam button on the home page. 
The remaining places will be allocated on a first come first served basis. Please note 
that it is necessary to download the application form from the web page and forward 
the completed form and the appropriate fee to secure a place at the examination. If 
you pay the fee on line you must still complete and forward the application form. 
Again the closing date for the receipt of completed applications is Friday, 14th June. 


News in Irish 


The weekly radio news in Irish, which is read by Paddy Maher EI7GK on Sundays at 
11.30 am local time is moving from 80 metres to 40 metres with effect from today 
Sunday 9th June. The news frequency will be 7.128 MHz, which is 5kHz above the 
English-language 40 metre news frequency. As well as "as Gaeilge", call-ins in 
English are welcome to the news in Irish.

CW Field Day 


We heard four stations participating in the IRTS CW field day contest last weekend: 
two were in Cork - they were Cork Radio Club EI1C and Ger EISKF,. Meanwhile Jim 
EI4HH was in County Laois and Joe EI7GY was in the Dublin Mountains. 


The Geomagnetic Storm in the hours leading up to the contest must have led to some 
doubts about the effectiveness of field day antennas and other equipment, as signals 
all but disappeared from some of the HF bands early on Saturday. However, 
fortunately for the contesters the storm had abated somewhat before the 
commencement of the contest. 


A number of countries in IARU Region | have CW field day contests over the same 
weekend - Germany and Britain in particular. Band conditions were disappointing - 
following a period when the higher bands have produced some great signals, 
contesters were disappointed with the poor propagation on 10 metres and 15 metres. 
Some interesting short-skip was however evident on 20 metres.
